‘MoD SITE TRAINING STILL FEASIBLE’ 


Questions that remain 
in wake of Metrix bid 


F urther to 

Coun Rhodri 
Traherne’s 
letter in the 
November 11 edi¬ 
tion of The GEM - 
what arrogance! 
And such a conde¬ 
scending tone from 
a public servant! 

Everyone that I have 
spoken to, almost with¬ 
out exception, recognises 
that establishing tri-serv¬ 
ice training for British 
personnel using the 
excellent facilities within 
the confines of the cur¬ 
rent MoD St Athan site 
is still feasible. 

But did Coun 
Traherne attend any of 
the Metrix-Consortium 
public promotional 
meetings to hear the con¬ 


cerns of local residents, 
or has spoken to any of 
them since? Did he 
attend the associated 
Compulsory Purchase 
Order (CPO) Inquiry and 
listen to the evidence? 

Where is the detail in 
his letter? Can he con¬ 
firm that the northern 
access road and 168 
service family houses on 
the Tremains Farm site 
have been cancelled? 

Has he lobbied for the 
release into the public 
domain of the CPO 
Inspector’s report - 
promised for March of 
this year? 

Has he an answer 
about the Aerospace 
Business Park (ABP) 
which is linked to the 
MoD St Athan develop¬ 
ment?

the ABP project is still 
going ahead and has a 
viable business plan - 
despite the retraction of 
the current PFI? And 
where on earth did he 
get the figure of £1/2 bil¬ 
lion pounds a year being 
injected into the local 
economy? 

Surely, this is just a 
pie-in-the sky figure left 
over from the Metrix- 
Consortium propaganda 
put about to the general 
public and in the smoke 
and mirrors of the corri¬ 
dors of the Welsh 
Assembly and Whitehall.

Mother of two was 
‘harassed’ by her 
estranged husband 


A MOTHER of two 
was terrified when her 
husband, from whom 
she had parted, 
harassed her at her 
Maesteg home. 

A major police opera¬ 
tion was carried out to 
find 31-year-old Jason 
Anthony, a trainee para¬ 
medic, who was eventu¬ 
ally found slumped in his 
car in Margam with his 
wrists cut. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Prosecutor David 
Thomas said he had left 
three suicide notes in the 
vehicle and later said: 
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“Things got out of hand.” 

Anthony of Briton 
Ferry, had admitted 
before Bridgend magis¬ 
trates putting a person in 
fear of violence, and 
sending false messages 
for the purpose of caus¬ 
ing alarm and had been 
committed to the crown 
court for sentence. 

He was sentenced to 
12 months imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for two 
years and made subject 
to a two-year supervision 
order and to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work. 

He was also made sub¬ 
ject to an indefinite 
restraining order, pre¬ 
venting him contacting 
his wife and two of her 
work colleagues. 

Recorder David 
Aubrey QC said: 
“Plainly, he attempted to 
kill hmself. There has 
been a history of intense 
disturbance. 

The Recorder added: 
“Unfortunately, situa¬ 
tions such as yours occur 
from time to time. You 
behaved in a way that 
was wholly unacceptable 
and was utterly terrifying 
for your wife.” 

Mr Thomas said that 
Louise Anthony and the 
defendant had had a 
seven-year relationship [p 
which broke down. He 
could be aggressive 
towards her and she felt 
she was always “walking 
on eggshells”. 

The court was told that 
she also believed he used 
steroids. 

During a three-month 
separation period, she 
would sometimes receive 
20 text messages a day 
from him and he would 
sometimes go to her 
Maesteg home. 

On September 24, he 
went there crying, saying 
he could not cope. The 
following day, she went 
to a social event and 
when she returned, he 
was on her mobile, 
angry, asking her where 
she had been. 


Soon after, said Mr 
Thomas, he barged his 
way into the house say¬ 
ing he had been looking 
for her in two clubs. 

At one point, he 
grabbed her mobile 
phone and ran off but he 
returned, banged the 
front door, and said she 
had lied to him. 

She became terrified 
and dialled 999 when he 
started kicking the back 
door. 

The police arrived and 
warned him to keep 
away. 

Later that day, he fol¬ 
lowed Mrs Anthony in 
his car, punched her vehi¬ 
cle, damaged a wing mir¬ 
ror and took out a kitchen 
knife. 

Mrs Anthony said: “I 
have never been so terri¬ 
fied”. 

She drove away but he 
forced her to stop. 

Mr Thomas said: “The 
police took this incident 
very seriously and there 
was a major operation 
involving an intense 
search, which ended 
when they found 
Anthony in Margam.” 

He said that it had 
been revealed that 
Anthony had called two 
of his wife’s work col¬ 
leagues telling one :”I am 
going to turn your world 
upside down, and I am 
going to kick your head 
in.” 

To the other he said: 
“Your world is going to 
become a load of s...” 

He was said to have a 
previous conviction for 
threatening behaviour.

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STANDING UP FOR WALES ■■ 
WITH A BUDGET TO BACK OUR 
ECONOMY AND COMMUNITIES 


VER the past few 
weeks, I have been 
preparing to deliver a 
budget for Wales, using the 
funding we have got available 
to protect the most vulnera¬ 
ble, to invest in schools and 
skills, to protect the NHS and 
support the economic recov¬ 
ery. 

A tough call, with the budget for 
public services in Wales being cut by 
£1.8 billion over the next four years 
as a result of the UK Government’s 
October Spending Review, following 
on from their £183 million cut in 
Wales announced in their June budg¬ 
et. 

In my foreword to the Welsh 
budget, I explain that we have 
shaped our plans for future spending 
based on a set of agreed priorities, 
seeking to protect investment in front 
line services and to maintain our uni¬ 
versal benefits - bus passes, free 
prescriptions, free school breakfasts, 
free school milk and free swimming 
- all of which provide opportunities 
to maximise health and well-being as 
well as providing jobs in the public 
and private sector. 

We have listened to the experi¬ 
ences of those who work in our pub¬ 
lic services, their trade unions and 
the people who use these services, as 
well as the voluntary sector. 

We have also consulted with the 
private sector as our key partners in 
leading Wales out of the recession. 

This week, we debated the social 
impacts of the UK Government’s 
Spending Review and considered the 
negative impact of the cuts to hous¬ 
ing benefit in Wales. 

Between April 2011 and April 


2013, the changes to housing benefit 
will see the vast majority of local 
housing allowance recipients in 
Wales worse off, on average, by £9 
per week, which may increase levels 
of homelessness according to hous¬ 
ing charities like Shelter Cymru. 

This will have an impact on local 
authorities in meeting their housing 
responsibilities, but the impact these 
changes will have on the poorest 
people in Wales is undoubted. 

We have been working to help 
people move from benefits into work 
with pioneering schemes such as 
Want to Work and Genesis. 

We have also seen the benefits of 
jobs created by the Future Jobs 
Fund, but this programme has been 
cancelled by the UK Government. 

Last week, a recruitment agency 
totaljobs.com highlighted that in 
Wales on average there were 18 
applicants for each job. 

In protecting services, we are also 
protecting jobs and we cannot rely 
on the private sector to fill the gaps. 
We have consistently said the cuts 
are too deep and too fast and threat¬ 
en the recovery as we seek to boost 
job opportunities. 

It is hard to find an economist 
who doesn’t agree with us as 
Princeton University’s Nobel prize 
winner, Eric Maskin says: 

“Making massive spending cuts 
at a time of relatively low economic 
activity is a mistake.” 

That advice is guiding us despite 
the challenges we face. For example, 
over the next four years Wales’ 
budget will suffer over 40 per cent 
cuts to our Capital Budget (com¬ 
pared to a UK average cut of 29 per 
cent). 

This is the budget which funds the 
building and refurbishment of our

schools, hospitals and housing pro¬ 
grammes providing contracts and 
jobs in the construction sector. 

For the past three years, we have 
been bringing forward our capital 
programme in these crucial policy 
areas to provide a fiscal stimulus for 
the economy, widely welcomed by 
local government and the CBI in 
Wales. 

We are determined to keep that 
investment going, albeit with reduc¬ 
tions and re-profiling of planned 
developments. We have a duty and 
responsibility to do so. 

Budgets are tight and the demand 
on services are increasing but we are 
determined to continue to improve 
public services and to work in new 
ways that are both efficient and inno¬ 
vative. 

We want to ensure that despite 
having less money, every single 
pound spent by Welsh public servic¬ 
es makes a difference to the people 


who rely on them. 

Last week, Edwina Hart AM, the 
Health and Social Services Minister, 
told the Assembly that the health 
budget has increased significantly 
since 1999 and now stands at £6.3bn 
- over 40 per cent of our total budg¬ 
et. 

With that significant investment, 
we now have more staff, more build¬ 
ings and equipment and waiting 
times have fallen. She said that staff 
throughout the NHS are working 
hard to find more efficient ways of 
delivering services, and at the same 
time, improving the quality of care to 
patients. 

We want to continue to deliver 
those improvements and continue to 
work for better health in Wales with 
a strong public health agenda. 

That was a clear message on my 
budget tour - particularly for people 
with mental health ill-health and 
chronic health conditions. 

Investing in schools and skills is 
key for the economy and for commu¬ 
nities providing children and young 
people with hope for further educa¬ 
tion and jobs for their futures 

We are doing everything we can 
to narrow the equality gap, not 
widen it. 

My message this week is that we 
have taken responsibility to stand up 
for the people of Wales with the 
funding, the powers, the levers we 
have, despite the cuts imposed on us 
by the UK Government. 

Through adopting clear priorities, 
a renewed focus on efficiency and 
innovation, we have delivered a draft 
budget which continues to support 
Wales ’ economic recovery and seeks 
to continue to deliver better out¬ 
comes for the people and communi¬ 
ties of Wales. y

THE PARISH CARES FOR 
BARRY’S FIRST MEMORIAL 


BARRY’S first war 
memorial, which 
stands in the 
grounds of St 
Helen’s Church, 
was rededicated on 
Remembrance 
Sunday by parish 
priest. Canon Pat 
O’Gorman. 

The War Memorial, 
erected in 1922, four 
years after the end of the 
Great War (1914-18), 
holds the names of those 
parishioners who gave 
their lives for freedom, 
and later the names of 
those who died in the 
Second World War were 
added.

WITH his unrivalled 
knowledge of local nautical 
matters, Alan thorn 
addressed the forum at the 
last meeting. 

His talk centred on the wealth 
of Penarth and how its shipowning 
families created it in the latter part 
of the Victorian era. 

In 1861, the population of the 
town was only 1,406, but by 1901, 
this had risen to more than 11,000. 
During this period of expansion, 
Penarth became, perhaps, the best 
known small town on the face of 
the earth. 

Many interlinked families, 
before the end of the Victorian era, 
came to own and operate nine, or 
more, vessels at a time when to be 
the owner of just one tramp steam¬ 
er would have produced consider¬ 
able wealth. 

Money certainly begat money 
during this period of (for some) 
huge prosperity and many 
shipowners diversified into such 
things as mine owning and contin¬ 
ued to increase their wealth. 

A strong connection grew 
between the Penarth port and the 


northern parts of France, such as 
Cherbourg. 

Ships loaded with coal would 
leave Penarth and head for 
Burnham pier: Merchandise from 
the Penarth ships would then be 
unloaded and travel by rail across 
England and down to the Channel 
ports, before being moved over to 
France. 

Connections between Penarth 
and France were so strong at one 
point that there was even a French 
school in the town, with notices on 
the beach warning of potential 
rock-falls in three languages: 
Welsh, English and French. 

Mr Thorn gave an idea of the 
scale of the wealth of some of the 
Penarth ship-owners: In 1903, one 
of them owned 33 vessels, togeth¬ 
er with mines in Spain. 

Most of them lived in baronial 
splendour and two of the most 
prominent non-Conformist fami¬ 
lies endowed churches in the area, 
which stand to this day as witness¬ 
es to the Methodist faith of their 
sponsors. 

As was so often the case in 
those days in all parts of the 
Kingdom, terrible poverty existed 


in the town, alongside the huge 
wealth. 

The First World War then inter¬ 
vened, with terrible shipping loss¬ 
es caused by German U-boats. 
After this, a short boom period 
was experienced before the Great 
Depression changed things 
beyond recognition. 

The nature of shipping radically 
altered as modern times 
approached. Ships increased 
greatly in size, so fewer of them 
were required. Spectacular finan¬ 
cial crashes of the Penarth million¬ 
aires often followed. 

The mansion houses were sold 
and Penarth gradually settled into 
becoming the town we recognise 
today. 

At the next meeting, Karl- 
James Langford will complete his 
talks on the archaeology of the 
local coastline.

NEWS FROM THE PENARTH 
AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 

The sky clears as walkers 
reach the top of Fan y Big 


THE weather forecast looked promising 
but nothing is ever that simple when 
planning a walk in the mountains. 

However, Nick, Clive, Robin, Krys, Pam, Ann 
and Pepper the spaniel took a chance and joined 
leader Joy for a trip up to Llanfrynach, which is 
reached by crossing the lovely old stone bridge 
that spans not only the River Usk, but the 
Monmouth and Brecon canal. 

It wasn’t particularly cold upon their arrival and 
it is worth mentioning Ty Bach, the village’s pub¬ 
lic toilets, once maintained by the local council 
who decided to close them, only for the enterpris¬ 
ing villagers to step in and save them. As a result 
- sparkling clean toilets with flowers, hand wash 
and a pleasure to use and their only request - a 
donation in the box outside to help with the run¬ 
ning costs! 

Setting off through the village, the group 
crossed Llanfrynach Bridge over the Nant 
Menasgin River and followed a quiet lane that led 
gradually uphill to Tregaer Farm, opposite which 
they turned through a gate and followed a track 
across a ford that led them steeply uphill into 
empty fields. 

The track through Coed Cae rebol was steep, 
slippery and muddy, before they scrambled up 
onto open moorland, passing a group of ramblers 
from Swansea enjoying refreshments and a short 
rest 

A weak November sun lit up the hillsides and 
further up the narrow track they stopped for morn¬ 
ing coffee while enjoying splendid views of the 
surrounding hillsides. Continuing on, as a result of 
several nights’ heavy rain and the number of boots 
that had passed through that day, the track became 
very boggy and care had to be taken not to slip. 

Passing below the familiar shape of Bryn, the 
group continued the climb along Ffordd Las to 
Gist Wen and nearing the 600-metre mark, they 
encountered a sprinkling of snow on the ground 
and adorning the slopes beneath Waun Rydd to 
their left and the central Beacons to their right. 

Still feeling fairly warm after the climb, they 
met with a thick heavy mist that had suddenly 
completely obliterated Fan y Big and the central 
Beacons and the air temperature dropped quite 
drastically. 

The ridgeway followed the heart-shape above 
the steep-sided Cwm Cwareli and Cwm Oergwm 
which is the source of the Nant Menasgin River. 
They were both shaped by glacial erosion, but 
views down into the valley below could only be 
seen during breaks in the mist. 

Approaching lunch time, the group were very 
fortunate as the mist lifted and bright warm sun¬ 
shine bathed them for only a short while before

the mist returned with a vengeance and gloves and 
coats were hastily donned for warmth. 

Continuing along the ridge, they reached the 
summit of Fan y Big standing at 719 metres and 
marked with a cairn, and as mist blew over, the 
sky began to clear. The slab of stone protruding 
out from the escarpment on the peak is known as 
the ‘diving board’ as there is a sheer drop beneath. 

With glorious views of the Black Mountains in 
the distance, the group began their long descent 
along the ridge at Cefn Cyff and further along 
came one of the best views of Llangorse Lake 
away in the distance marked by the vast hulk of 
Mynydd Troed. 

A steep slope led downhill to a wet stony bri¬ 
dleway followed by a short road-walk, which led 
them across lush green meadows to a path that 
followed the Nant Menasgin River back to the vil¬ 
lage of Llanfrynach. 

On November 20, meet at 9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for a 10-mile moderate walk from 
Llantwit Major to Cowbridge; contact Rachel on 
01446 410545. 

On November 21, meet at 10am at Cogan 
Leisure Centre for a 5-mile easy walk on the 
banks of the Taff; contact Pam on 029 2021 9102. 

Wear suitable clothing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the walk leader for advice.

RHWS SCHOOL PROJECT 
WINS A £500 WINDFALL! 



RHWS primary school funds have been 
boosted by a £500 donation from Lafarge 
Cement’s Aberthaw Works and local 
haulier KCS Transport for its biodiversi¬ 
ty project.

ingful for children and are more likely to stay in 
their long-term memories.

NEWS FROM PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB 

What is a network? 


A NETWORK is 
two or more devices 
communicating 
with each other; if 
you have a comput¬ 
er connected to the 
web via a router or 
Home Hub, you 
have a network. 

It is becoming more 
common for a household 
to have more than one 
computer and to have 
other devices, such as 
external hard disks for 
storage and a printer and 
scanner - and so the 
home network grows. 

At some point during 
the growth, you should 
have a go at planning 
ahead for your needs: 
what devices will you be 
using and where should 
they be placed around 
the house? 

Chris advised that the 
communications can be 
by wireless or cable or, 
perhaps best, a mix of 
both. Cabled links are 
faster and more stable 
and generally used for 
fixed items such as desk¬ 
top computers. Wireless 
links are not as fast, but 
are far more convenient 
for mobile items such as 
laptop or notebook com¬ 


puters. A large network, 
known as a Domain, will 
have several servers han¬ 
dling many computers. 
Our modest home net¬ 
works will probably 
have no one computer in 
control; they will be peer 
machines, ie of equal 
authority. 

Whether using 
Windows XP or 
Windows 7 a network 
can produce similar ben¬ 
efits: 

• Peripherals such as 
printers can be shared. 
With two printers on 
your network you can 
have one for colour and 
a monotone laser printer 
for high quality, but less 
costly black and white. 

• File-sharing 
between computers can 
be organised to suit your 
wishes. A Network 
Attached Storage (NAS) 
device such as an exter¬ 
nal hard disk can assist 
with general access to 
files as well as provide a 
store for back-ups. 

• Several computers 
can share the same 
access point for the 
Internet. 

• Gaming across sev¬ 
eral computers and 
across the internet. 

• VOIP (Voice Over 


the Internet Protocol) 
enables free internet 
voice calls to any com¬ 
puter in the world. 

# Home entertain¬ 
ment in its several forms 
(films, videos and 
music). 

Chris then demon¬ 
strated how to use the 
wizards to set up the net¬ 
works. The router is 
used to act as the traffic 
policeman, making sure 
that all the instructions 
are sent to the correct 
device, whether it is a 
computer or a peripheral 
device. 

The computers are 
individually told that 
they are on the network 
and then they are told 
which folders they can 
access and which periph¬ 
erals they can use. They 


can also control permis¬ 
sions meaning that users 
can be authorised to do 
some things, but not oth¬ 
ers. For example, a user 
might be able to read or 
edit a file , but not delete 
it. 

Clearly, the whole set¬ 
ting up process means 
some work and cost, but 
the message is that all 
this is greatly out¬ 
weighed by the benefits. 

The next meeting is 
on Tuesday, November 
23 at All Saints Lesser 
Hall, Victoria Square, 
Penarth at 7.30pm. Chris 
will talk about the bene¬ 
fits of using a free virtu¬ 
al computer. Visitors 
welcome.

after he dragged an 
injured man from a 
burning car near 
Dinas Powys 

moments before it 
exploded. 

Ambulance techni¬ 
cian Dafydd Dennis 
received the prestigious 
Ambulance Services 
Institute Award in the 
‘ambulance technician’ 
category. 

The 27-year-old from 
Cardiff had already 
received a special brav¬ 
ery award from the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service for his coura¬ 
geous conduct in the 
incident. 

The ASI ceremony is 
traditionally held at the 
Palace of Westminster 
and the Welsh 
Ambulance Services 
took no fewer than four 
of the 12 categories, 
with other winners in the 
Paramedic, Air 

Ambulance Team and 
Military awards, while 
two women from 
Swansea received the 
public spirited award 
after being nominated 
by the Welsh Ambulance 
Service. 

Former Royal Marine 
Dafydd was presented 
with his award by 
Baroness Browning of 


Whimple, at a glittering 
ceremony also attended 
by Welsh Ambulance 
Services chairman 
Stuart Fletcher. 

Mr Fletcher said: “To 
take five of the 12 
awards is an extraordi¬ 
nary achievement and 
shows the calibre of the 
staff we have serving the 
people of Wales. 

“The bravery of staff 
like Dafydd has been 
quite outstanding, and 
the baroness said she felt 
very humbled by their 
courage and sense of 
duty. 

“The awards are high¬ 
ly sought after and there 
were a high number of 
nominations from ambu¬ 
lance services from 
across the UK so this has 
been a remarkable 
achievement and one we 
can be very proud of.” 

Dafydd was keen to 
play down his outstand¬ 
ing bravery and said: “It 
was a magical occasion 
and one I was fortunate 
to celebrate with so 
many colleagues. 

“However, there were 
people receiving awards 
for acts of bravery far 
greater than the incident 
for which I was hon¬ 
oured. I was humbled to 
be among such coura¬ 
geous people, to be hon¬ 
est. 

“The whole occasion 
was a fantastic experi¬ 
ence and the House of 
Lords as a setting made 
it all seem very special.” 

Dafydd was driving 
home in the early hours 


of a Wednesday 
morning in April after a 
10-hour shift when he 
came upon debris on the 
Barry to Dinas Powys 
road where a car had 
gone off the road and 
down a bank near a 
bridge. 

He said: “I stopped 
and spotted a glow on 
the right hand side 
which turned out to be a 
vehicle on fire. 

“I pulled my car over 
to warn other traffic and 
then I scrambled down 
to the overturned vehi¬ 
cle, which was on fire, 
and I saw there was 
someone inside. 

“I called 999 and 
asked for fire, police and 
ambulance and then 
pulled open the door and 
dragged a man out. 

“A couple of other 
people had arrived at the 
scene and they shone my 
torch down so I could 
see what I was doing. 

“The car was right on 
the edge of the river 
bank and after I had 
pulled the driver out 
through the window and 
up the bank, he seemed 
to indicate there could 
be someone else in the 
car. 

“I went back down 
and had to submerge 
myself in the river to 
check the passenger 
side, but it was clear. 

“It was lucky for him 
I was on that road 
because I’d forgotten it 
was closed further on. If 
I’d remembered I’d have 
gone home to Cardiff by 


a different route.” 

Police Constable 
Russell Barnett, who 
attended the scene, said: 
“Despite the vehicle 
being ablaze and the 
obvious risks to himself 
Dafydd climbed down 
the embankment and 
dragged the driver from 
the vehicle and up the 
embankment to safety. 

“Having spent 15 
years as a firefighter and 
seven as a police officer 
I have been privileged to 
witness numerous acts 
of courage. 

“However, this inci¬ 
dent stands out as one of 
the most exceptional 
acts of heroism I have 
been a witness to.” 

Alun Harris, acting 
locality ambulance offi¬ 
cer for the Vale, said: 


“This was incredible 
bravery by someone 
who had just done a 10- 
hour shift - but, know¬ 
ing Dafydd, it’s just 
what I would have 
expected from him. 

“That’s the sort of 
guy he is. He’s an ex- 
Royal Marine and he’s 
been with us for 18 
months and he’s very fit 
and strong. 

“He’s also had a letter 
from the father of the 
man he saved, who I 
think would have died 
but for his actions. 

“Seconds later, the 
car exploded in a ball of 
fire and was completely 
burnt out. 

“This was at 2am on a 
dark morning on a 
deserted, unlit road and 
Dafydd actually went 


down to the car which 
could have exploded at 
any time - not once, but 
twice.” 

Paramedics Gareth 
Williams, from Barry, 
and Phil Thomas, from 
Pembroke, and pilot 
Grant Elgar received the 
Air Ambulance Crew of 
the Year award for their 
actions in saving a man 
horrifically injured 
when a pressurized bar¬ 
rel exploded at business 
premises in Bridgend. 

The Public Spirited 
Award went to Wendy 
Rowe and Marian 
Roberts, of Swansea, 
whose prompt perform¬ 
ance of CPR saved the 
life of a fellow member 
of a church congrega¬ 
tion when he collapsed 
with a heart attack.

THE Christmas 
tree centrepiece of 
Penarth’s festive 
celebrations is 
thanks to a 12- 
year-old schoolboy, 
who planted a 
seedling in his bed¬ 
room 20 years ago. 

That schoolboy, Ed 
Hayes, is now a 32- 
year-old accountant, 
who works in Cardiff, 
but lives in Penarth. 

He explained: “The 
Penarth Christmas tree 
was once a seedling in a 
pot a few inches high on 
my bedroom window 
sill. 

“At the time, I was 
living with my parents 
in Cyncoed. 

“Eventually, the 
seedling grew and 
became too big for the 
bedroom and we 
replanted in the garden 
outside. 

“Eor years, nothing 
happened. It was a bit of 
a joke and remained at 
three feet high for what 
seemed forever. 

“Then one summer, I 
came back from univer¬ 
sity and it was suddenly 
taller than me. It must 
have been biding its 
time. 

“Every time I came 
back after that, it 
seemed to double in 
height. 

“Eventually, it grew 
to a height greater than 
the apex of the roof of 
my parents’ house, and 
began to dominate the 
garden.” 

It was at that point 
that Ed and his parents, 
Gareth and Sara, began 
to think that the tree had 
overstayed its welcome. 

Inspiration struck, 
and the family decided 


to donate it to the 
Penarth Christmas fes¬ 
tivities. 

Accordingly, the tree 
was removed from its 
20-year home in 
Cyncoed and erected on 
the main roundabout in 
Penarth town centre, 
where it will be lit up 
over Christmas. 

Ed added: “On 
Sunday night my par¬ 
ents and I took a drive 
round it and it looked 
really nice - although it 
appeared smaller in an 
open space.” 

Penarth Town 
Council, Penarth Police 
and Penarth Youth 
Project are continuing 
their partnership in stag¬ 
ing a Christmas parade 
and switching-on event 
that will take place dur¬ 
ing the afternoon and 
early evening of 
Sunday, November 28.

their best-ever 
Christmas. 

“I woke up that morn¬ 
ing to find the staff had 
sneaked in during the 
night to put stockings up 
for Kimberley and me. 
They cooked us 
Christmas dinner - the 
first time Fd had one 
cooked for me since I 
could remember. 

“In the afternoon, Joe 
came in with our other 
kids and the staff had

“I share the view that 
Barry needs and deserves 
to have a cultural and art 
hub; a venue that can 
serve not only as an 
entertainment centre, but 
also as a focus for the 
whole community.” 

Mr Sutton said that a 
meeting of the petitions 
committee was due to 
take place earlier this 
week, and he was hoping 
SOCA’s presentation 
may be discussed by 
them then. 

A month ago. The 
GEM reported Hafod 
Care announcing that it 
had exchanged contracts 
on the Theatre Royal 
site. 

The chairman of 
SOCA Mr Bob 


Armstrong said he 
believed the contracts 
were “informal”, and 
that people should not 
believe an ExtraCare 
development was 
inevitable. 

“We believe it is an 
informal agreement, 
which will enable Hafod 
Care to walk away with¬ 
out losing too much 
money, if they are unable 
to get permission in 
terms of demolition, 
planning or change of 
use. 

“The impression given 
is that it is a done and 
dusted deal - it is not,” 
he insisted. 

Robert Wathen, the 
managing director of 
Hafod Care, told The 
GEM: “We can confirm 
that contracts have been 
exchanged on the pur¬ 
chase of the Theatre 
Royal site, and that the 
necessary funding is in 
place to develop extra 
care accommodation for 
the elderly. 

“Our plans for the 
development are current¬ 
ly going through the 
approval process and we 
are confident that we can 
turn this disused site into 
a much-needed facility 
for Barry. 

“If planning is grant¬ 
ed, the facility will be a 
real asset to the town. It 
will be the first ever 
ExtraCare housing devel¬ 
opment in the Vale, 
bringing first class inde¬ 
pendent living accom¬ 
modation and support for 
the area’s elderly resi¬ 
dents. 

“We understand that 
some local groups are 
keen to retain the build¬ 
ing but as it is in a very 
poor state of repair and 
represents a very real 
health and safety risk, we 
have no choice but to 
demolish the existing 
structure.” 

He added: “ We are 
very conscious that the 
building holds many 
memories for Barry’s 
residents and so intend to 
replace it with one which 
retains the grandeur and 
presence of the Theatre 
Royal but which also 
embraces the current 
design principles which 
require us to tailor the 
environment for the 
needs of its intended res¬ 
idents.” 
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Don’t bother looking up at the skies ... 

You’ll find this alien 
invasion film to be a 
complete waste of time! 


I N this age of 
excessive mar¬ 
keting and PR, 
it is very rare that 
you walk into a cin¬ 
ema not really 
knowing what to 
expect from the film 
you’re about to see. 

The last film to sub¬ 
vert the ‘more is less’ 
approach was 

Cloverfield, a film that 
gave nothing away about 
what you were likely to 
see on screen, and it 
made for an even more 
enjoyable time. 

It is an approach the 
makers of Skyline have 
obviously taken to their 
hearts, the film landing 
on screens with very lit¬ 
tle known about it. 

Set in Los Angeles, 
strange lights descend on 
the city, drawing people 
out of their homes; but 
the lights soon turn out 
to be an extra-terrestrial 
force whose intention is 
simple - wipe out 
humanity... 

A word to the wise - if 
you are considering 
going to the cinema to 
watch Skyline, then con¬ 
sider whether you have 
seen these films first. 
Independence Dayl War 
of the Worlds (the 
Spielberg version)? The 
Matrixl Cloverfieldl 
If you have four out of 
four, congratulations - 
not only do you have 
pretty good cinematic 
tastes, but you can 
bypass Skyline altogeth¬ 
er, a useless amalgama¬ 
tion of the mentioned 
four films that comes 
absolutely nowhere near 
to being anything 
approaching the quality 
of them. 

Aliens are obviously 
undergoing a bit of 
comeback, with 

Monsters, a film about 
the aftermath of alien 
invasion, and World 
Invasion: Battle LA, 
which ‘ahem’ deals with 
an alien invasion in Los 
Angeles, both set for cin¬ 
emas over the next few 
months. 

But hopefully those 
films will be far more 
entertaining, visceral and 
less nonsensical than 
Skyline. 

A little knowledge can 
supposedly be a danger¬ 
ous thing, but had I the 
knowledge that I was 
going to be watching a 
film directed by the 
brothers Strause, then I 
wouldn’t have allowed 
my excitement to build 
having seen the pretty 
effective trailer. 

The brothers are the 
brains (a word used in 
the loosest connotation 
possible) behind the 
schlocky but awful Alien 
vs Predator: Requiem, a 
film that made Paul W 
Anderson’s first install¬ 
ment look like Citizen 
Kane with alien crea¬ 
tures. 

Given their back¬ 
ground in computer gen¬ 
erated effects, it’s hardly 


a shock that the film both 
relies heavily on them, 
and the actual effects 
themselves are very 
good indeed — but that is 
really as much praise as 
can be offered the pair. 

Certainly they make a 
good fist of building the 
tension, the film kicking 
straight into action and 
not looking back, but 
while the brothers have a 
film that is visually 
strong, there is nothing 
to propel the visuals in 
terms of characters and 
story. 

They may know their 
way around an action 
sequence (even if said 
sequences are lifted from 
Independence Day and 
Cloverfield), and deserve 
credit for making a film 
that has all the visual 
wallop of a high-budget 
movie, despite being 
made on a low-budget. 

In fact, it could be 
argued that the brothers 
are ill-served by a script 
that lacks originality 
and, while trying to ape 
the ‘ordinary people in 
the eye of disaster’ films 
that it so obviously 
wants to be, forgot what 
makes those films so 
exciting and gripping. 

The film never really 
places the characters 
inside the situation, aside 
from a few moments 
when they attempt to 
leave the apartment 
block they are in. Much 
of the action comes from 
them watching things 
unfold through the tele¬ 
scope or the window - 
hardly the most exciting 
way of seeing what’s 
happening. 

Similarly, the charac¬ 
ters that we are left with 
aren’t able to mine the 
tensions that would give 
more dramatic heft. 

The key ingredient 
with screenplays such as 
this is to focus on the

human element as much 
as the threat outside, and 
the tension that comes 
from the group dynamic 
- save for one scene, 
there is precious little 
tension from the charac¬ 
ters to see. 

It strikes as being a 
concept searching for a 
narrative, and screen¬ 
writers Joshua Cordes 
and Liam O’Donnell 
show their inexperience 
by failing to build on the 
premise. 

As expected, the dia¬ 
logue clunks and the 
characterisation is base 
at best, but it does hold a 
small degree of B-movie 
charm - at least until the 
conclusion where it 
seems that, with no real 
way of ending the film, 
they simply picked up 
the first daft idea they 
had and wrote it down. 

If the film’s visuals 
are incredibly good, then 
the level of acting is par¬ 
ticularly poor. The cast, 
none of whom are big 
names, don’t do them¬ 
selves any favours, with 
turns ranging from aver¬ 
age to useless (though, in 


fairness, some get so lit¬ 
tle screentime it’s hard 
for them to really make 
any impact). 

In the lead, Eric 
Balfour may be recog¬ 
nisable from 24 or the 
Texas Chainsaw 

Massacre remake, but it 
isn’t difficult to see why 
he isn’t more of a noted 
actor, seemingly picked 
mainly for looks over 
acting ability, something 
that is prevalent through 
the rest of the cast. 

Scottie Thompson, 
Brittany Daniel, Crystal 
Reid - all attractive 
actresses, all showing 
the acting range of a 
wooden stool. 

The two most notable 
turns, from Scrubs' 
Donald Faison and 
Dexter’s David Zayas, 
are not only the most 
polished, but also the 
only two that really res¬ 
onate - and that’s partly 
because you know them 
from their respective TV 
series. 

Despite wanting to be 
like Cloverfield et al. 
Skyline doesn’t work 
because it gets the most 
basic fundamentals 
wrong - characters that 
you don’t care about, and 
the peril they find them¬ 
selves in not resonating - 
and while a visual spec¬ 
tacle, underneath there is 
very little going on. 

VERDICT - Less of a 
thrill ride, and more of a 
bore with pleasing visu¬ 
als, Skyline lacks origi¬ 
nality, strong perform¬ 
ances and an ability to 
really grip. While the 
Strause brothers ’ have a 
keen eye for visuals, they 
don’t have anything else, 
and the end product is 
one that on its own terms 
is poor, but when com¬ 
pared to other films with¬ 
in this genre, it is down¬ 
right useless. One to 
avoid. 


Brooke’s rebranding as

WHEN Craig 
Brookes opened 
‘Brookes 
Restaurant’ 11 
years ago, he creat¬ 
ed a fine dining 
experience that 
captured the imagi¬ 
nation of people 
throughout south 
Wales 

‘Brookes’, based at 
Talbot Green, became a 
by-word for culinary 
excellence. 

Now though, Craig, 
the owner and chef, who 
trained at eateries in 
exotic locations such as 
Bermuda and Monte 
Carlo, has rebranded the 
restaurant - its new 
name is ‘La Luna’. 

Simplicity has been 
the hallmark of the 
rebranding, with a single 
menu replacing three 
individual menus for 
food, drinks and 
desserts. 

The aim is an afford¬ 
able brasserie experi¬ 
ence that encourages 
greater frequency of vis¬ 
its than ‘fine dining’, 
which tends to attract 
people for anniversaries 
and special occasions. 

La Luna has a chic, 
modern interior which is 
complemented by sub¬ 
dued lighting providing 
an intimate atmosphere. 

My wife is a lover of 
white wines, her particu¬ 
lar favourite being a 
Pino Grigio. She chose a 
fine Montecelli from 
Italy, which was crisp 
with a fresh lemony 
flavour and was £15.95 
a bottle (or £4.30 a 
glass). 

Also for special occa¬ 
sions, there was a com¬ 
prehensive range of 
sparkling wines and 
champagnes ranging

from Prosecco from 
Italy at £19.95 a bottle, 
or if you wanted to push 
the boat out, a Bollinger 
Special Cuvee from 
France at £49 a bottle. 

I prefer red wine and 
a Reserve Mouton St 
Emilion, a full bodied 
ruby red Bordeaux at 
£20.95 a bottle, caught 
my eye. 

The starters ranged 
from a surprisingly 
affordable £3.95 to 
£5.95. My wife plumped 
for the goat’s cheese 
baked in a crisp pastry 
parcel with a spiced 
onion chutney and beet¬ 
root salad. 

It really brought out 
the flavour of the goat’s 
cheese which was 
smooth and creamy and 
was accompanied by an 
apple and mustard grain 
dressing which had a 
real kick to it. 

I chose the monies 
mariniere, which was 
cooked in a white wine, 
garlic, shallot and pars¬ 
ley cream sauce with 
char-grilled focaccia. 
This was a triumph! 

The mussels were 
deliciously tender and 
had really absorbed the 
flavour of the garlic and 
shallots. 

We are both lovers of 


seafood so for the main 
course my wife selected 
the seared tuna steak 
with samphire, crab and 
home dried tomatoes, 
and lemon and basil 
beurre blanc. It was 
cooked to perfection, 
and she said it was the 
best tuna she had had in 
years. 

My choice was pan 
fried seabass with a 
warm crab nicoise, in a 
Spanish style cilantro 
green sauce. It was ten¬ 
der and melted on the 
tongue. 

For side dishes, my 
wife had the buttered 
new potatoes, I went for 
the hand-cut chunky 
chips, and we were both 
tempted by the braised 
red cabbage with apple 
and bacon. 

Both fish dishes and 
accompanying side 
orders were a delight. 

The dessert menu 
included chocolate fon¬ 
due, Eton mess, 
tiramisu, bread and but¬ 
ter pudding, creme 
brulee, iced white 
chocolate parfait and a 
cheeseboard that com¬ 
prised Welsh and conti¬ 
nental cheeses with 
chutney, sun dried toma¬ 
toes, biscuits and bread. 
All the desserts were 


£4.95; the cheeseboard 
was £5.95. My wife suc¬ 
cumbed to a strawberry 
Eton mess. As a con¬ 
firmed chocoholic, I 
valiantly negotiated the 
chocolate fondue - the 
warm chocolate held in 
a cast iron style pot with 
strawberries, raspber¬ 
ries, and pineapples 
chunks - to dip - on a 
fondue tray. 

Both the chocolate 
and the fruit combined 
well, although care had 
to be taken with the odd 
splash of chocolate on 
the tablecloth! 

A starter, a main 
course with two side 
orders, and a dessert, 
roughly works out at 
£30 a person so for two 
people £60 is realistic - 
with the cost of drinks 
on top. 

Kate Turner, the man¬ 
ager, and her waitresses 
were very attentive and 
the service was excel¬ 
lent. 

For La Luna, Talbot 
Green’s new affordable 
brasserie experience, 
and Craig Brooke’s lat¬ 
est incarnation, the high 
quality is there and in 
the case of Brooke’s 
rebranding, it appears 
to be a case of ‘mission 
accomplished’. a

Making ‘back-up’ 
straightforward 


THIS is always worth repeat¬ 
ing. Having decided which files 
are worth safeguarding by 
backing up, it is time to set 
about making the task as 
straightforward as possible. 

If it is too cumbersome and time- 
consuming, you are less likely to do it 
so it pays to have your files stored in a 
logical way that suits the way you 
‘work’. 

You might prefer to group files into 
folders according to dates or subjects, 
or any other criterion that matters to 
you. 

There is no ‘best way’, only your 
preferred way. It is OK to put all the 
files for one year (or term, or month) 
into one folder with sub-folders for 
topics and/or subjects. 

Similarly, you could put all files on 
one topic into a ‘topic’ folder with sub¬ 
folders for each year, month, week or 
even day. 

The more locations that contain 
your data files, the more complex your 
back-up routine could become, so it is 
wise to contain them in one place. 

Microsoft encourages users to put 
all their files under ‘My Documents’, 
but concedes that ‘My Downloads’, 
‘My Music’ and similar main folders 
are OK too. 

Each can have many sub-folders and 
more main folders can be created if 
necessary. 

Applications have a default location 
and will save files to that location 
unless told otherwise. 

In Word, for instance, go 
Tools>Options>File Locations> high¬ 
light ‘Documents’; click on ‘Modify’; 
navigate to the required folder and say 
‘OK’ and ‘OK’ again. 

With files efficiently arranged for 


back-up purposes, how do we do it? 

You can study the built-in back-up 
facilities of your operating system or 
buy specialist applications that are 
even more customisable, but if you are 
new to the task, you could simply use 
drag and drop until you have a better 
idea of just what you need. 

Now the organisation pays off as 
there are fewer main folders that need 
to be copied. 

A quick “incremental backup” 
means only files that are changed or 
new are added to your back-up store. 

However, you might need to have 
all the data restored to access a single 
file. 

On the other hand, a drag and drop 
back-up method to external hard drives 
uses more storage, but allows individ¬ 
ual files to be recovered easily. The 
simplicity is thought by many to be 
good value - and there is flexibility to 
intersperse full back-ups with partial 
backups 

Where do you store the back-up? 
You could: 

- copy to a new folder on your drive 
(not the safest); copy the files to a 
DVD (or two); copy onto an external 
hard drive (or even better, use two 
external hard drives alternately); copy 
to memory sticks; use free web-based 
storage. 

You can, of course, pick and mix 
options!

It was continued by Harris 
Kahn, playing on the flank to 
take play into the opposition’s 
22, but forwards were slow to 
support and as a result knocked 
on when attempting to keep the 
attack going.

W ALES went 

into the second 
of their 

autumn tests against 
reigning world champi¬ 
ons South Africa, at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday, with the 
weight of history, as 
well as the pent-up frus¬ 
tration of a rugby 
nation on their shoul¬ 
ders. 

After all, the Springboks 
had won 22 of the 24 meet¬ 
ings since the two sides first 
locked horns in 1906. Wales 
had won only once (29-19) 
on an unforgettable day at 
the half-completed new sta¬ 
dium in June 1999, to 
avenge the 96-13 horror 
show in South Africa the 
year before. 

Even burgeoning super- 
stars JPR Williams, Barry 
John, Mervyn Davies, John 
Dawes etc, could manage 
only a 6-6 draw in their one 
encounter with the men 
from the high veldt at 
Cardiff in 1970, thanks to a 
try and penalty by Gareth 
Edwards - the year before 
they won their first Grand 
Slam. 

(Incidentally, Jim 
Shanklin, father of current 
Welsh centre Tom, was on 
the bench that day). 

For the rest, it had been 
104 years of unrelieved 
gloom, which saw South 
Africa notch up 669 points 
to Wales’ 326 total, though 
in recent years the gap 
between the two has gradu¬ 
ally narrowed, at least on 
the scoreboard. 

They last met on June 5 
this year in Cardiff when 
Wales lost 31-34, described 
by head coach Warren 
Gatland as “an opportunity 
lost”. 

If that result was a major 
disappointment, it was noth¬ 
ing compared to the New 
Zealander’s frustrated reac¬ 
tion to Saturday’s 25-29 
defeat - after the home 
team had totally dominated 
the world champions for 
large parts of the game. 

He candidly confessed 
that he had “kicked over a 
few tables” in the dressing 
room and in the heat of the 
moment, even seemed to 
question if his charges 
would ever defeat one of the 
southern hemisphere giants. 
V The outburst was perfect¬ 


ly understandable, for the 
Welsh team had produced 
one of their most impres¬ 
sive, all-round showings in 
recent years, surging into a 
20-9 lead and forcing the 
badly rattled world champs 
to rely on penalties just to 
stay in touch. 

Wales outscored South 
Africa by three scintillating 
tries to two (a brace by 
explosive teenage wing 
George North on his inter¬ 
national debut, sandwiching 
one by James Hook, thank¬ 
fully restored at centre). 

With the pack again going 
well and Stephen Jones 
regaining his kicking touch 
and exercising cool control 
at outside half, Wales 
seemed to be on course for a 
rare and momentous victo¬ 
ry- 

However, yet again it was 
not to be, for as has hap¬ 
pened so often in the past 
when Wales have taken a 
commanding early lead, 
they suddenly dropped their 
guard, and as was the case 
against Australia the previ¬ 
ous week, that was all the 
invitation their more canny, 
worldly-wise opponents 
needed. 

End result? Another bat¬ 
tling but fruitless Welsh 
effort when, as Gatland 
pointed out, despite the 
many positives to be taken 
from their performance 
-“It’s all about winningT 

The former All Black 
hooker clearly finds it hard 
to accept that Welsh teams 
lack the hard mental edge 
and inbuilt winning mentali¬ 
ty that is meat and drink 
back home in the southern 
hemisphere. 

As the final whistle blew 
on Saturday, a leading 
South African commentator 
asked the question that was 
on everyone’s lips: “How on 
earth did Wales manage to 
lose that game?” 

He wondered if Welsh 
players had an “inferiority 
complex” where the south¬ 
ern hemisphere is con¬ 
cerned. 

Ah, that is a puzzle others 
have pondered over for 
many a year... 

Perhaps it is simply the 
invisible residue of decades 
of failure that still induce a 
kind of submerged fatalism 
or deep-rooted lack of self¬ 
belief when confronted by 
Kiwis and Springboks. 

Whatever the reason, it is 
clear that the challenge for 


today’s Wales squad is now 
more psychological than 
physical. 

One thing is for sure, 
though, there is precious lit¬ 
tle time to find the answers, 
with the World Cup fast 
approaching and again cer¬ 
tain to be dominated by the 
Tri-Nations. 

More immediately, next 
up is Fiji on Friday evening 
at the Millennium Stadium, 
and with memories still raw 
of the last World Cup defeat 
that cost his predecessor his 
job, not forgetting the nar¬ 
row one-point Welsh win in 
2005, Gatland and his assis¬ 
tant coaches will hardly be 
taking it lightly. 

It is, quite simply, a game 
Wales have to win and win 
well. 

Even so, when the Welsh 
team was announced on 
Tuesday, it showed no fewer 
than nine likely changes 
from last Saturday’s start¬ 
ing line-up. 

Ryan Jones returns to the 
blindside and captains an 
intriguing mix of older and 
younger heads, with last 
Saturday’s young hero 
George North retaining his 
place on the wing. 

The match 22 also 
includes another exciting 
young prospect awaiting his 
turn on the bench - Tongan- 
born Toby Faletau (19). 

With the awesome All 
Blacks due just a week later, 
the Welsh camp know full 
well that there is a real 
threat of an autumn series 
whitewash that could seri¬ 
ously undermine squad 
morale at a critical junc¬ 
ture. 

This still delicate plant 
would then come under even 
more intense pressure in the 
Six Nations, as Wales start 
the run-in to RWC 2011. 

The old cliche is true: they 
have everything to play for - 
and even more to lose!
